DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 
12/29/2008 has been entered. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-8, 10-18, 20-23, 25-31, and 33-39 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The most related references to the Applicants' claimed inventions are: 
a/. Kirbas et al. (Pub. No.: US 2002/0123373); 

b/. Korkalo et al. (Pub. No.: US 2004/0235464); and 
c/. Kuwahara et al. (US. Pat. #: 6,389,288). 

However, none of them teaches the features that were argued by the Applicants 
in their remarks, on pages 10 which are repeated as followings: 

"...Clearly, there is no disclosure here, or elsewhere in Campen 
reciting claim 1 during performance of a parameter setting update 
process at least one parameter is updated and at least one parameter 
setting is a user specified protected parameter setting that is not 
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allowed to be changed . No other reference is seen to cure this 
shortfall of the asserted Balogh, Russell, Campen combination "
